ENGINEER STONED TO DEATH 
IN HIS CAB. 


Three Regiments Ordered Out By Gov 
ernor Altgeld On Demand Of Mayor 
Hopkins, and the State Troops Join 
the Government Forces—Rioting All 
Along 
the Illinois 
Central this 
Afternoon. 


C h i c a g o , 
July 6—Seven 
deaths 
opened the strike record for today. 
A Fort Wayne engineer was stoned 
to death in his cab, by a mob early in 
the morning 
He refused to leave his 
cab and was surrounded by a thous­ 
and infuriated men who killed him be­ 
fore the police could be called. 
In breaking a blockade in Kensing­ 
ton, a eouih tide suburb on the Ill­ 
inois Central, United States deputy 
m arshals came in conflict w ith the 
snob. 
One volley was fired and two 
of the strikers were killed. Several 
were badly hurt. 
An effort to start a train on the 
"Baltimore A Ohio on the lake front 
'tracks resulted in another battle be­ 
tw een United states deputy m arshals 
mnd the mob. 
Four of the mob were 
killed. 
A few m inutes bstore noon Mayor 
Hopkins asked Governor Altgeld for 
five regim ents of m ilitia, three from 
this city and tw o from other points. 
There is rioting for miles along the 
Illinois Central. 
All the police were 
m tssed on the lake front w ith the reg­ 
ulars a t noon and started for the 
scene. 
A battle was seen to be imminent. 
Governor Altgeld ordered out the 
F irst, Second and Seventh regim ents 
of this city as soon as telegram s could 
be exchanged and the regim ents as­ 
sembled in their armories. 
On every 
hand there was evidence th a t the men 
had not been called out tor a holiday. 
The situation spoke of bloodshed.

Valkyrie, Lord Dun- 
raven's fleet yacht, was sunk by the 
Satanita while making the start for 
the Mud Hook Yacht club race to-day. 
These two yachts, w ith the \ igilant 
and Britannia, were coming up to the 
starting line preparatory to beginning 
the 
race, when the accident took 
place. 
In 
some 
way 
the 
two 
craft became locked together, and in 
few minutes the 
Valkyrie settled 
and sank, while the Satanita was so 
badly damaged th at she was obliged 
to retire. 
Some time passed before 
the people ashore fully realized w hat 
had happened. 
The Satanita, it ap­ 
pears, was luffing for the start and 
was unable to get out of the I alkyrie s 
way as the latter was coining up on 
the starboard tack. 
The Valkyrie’s 
bow sprit ran across the Satanita s fore­ 
sail and the collision carried away the 
Satanita's bow sprit and topmast, leav­ 
ing ber a wreck, covered with tangled 
rigging and collapsed 
saila 
The 
force of the collision cut the Valkyrie 
down to the w ater’s edge and she 
slowly settled and sank in 3 minutes. 
Ashore, owing to the mist, it was 
difficult to 
immediately 
ascertain 
w hat had happened, except th at there 
had been a collision and th at the 
Valkyie had gone down. 
For a time it was feared th a t a num­ 
ber of the crew of the Valkyrie had 
been drowned.

T hough F erida has been in Ger­ 
m any scarce a year, and though she 
had never heard her fath e r’s native 
tongue before sta rtin g on her long voy­ 
age w ith sister Lise, she speaks Ger­ 
m an fluently and even w ith a decided 
Silesian accent picked up from play­ 
m ates in Neisse.
